The season having arrived for selecting the 
verities of the different kind* of vegetable 
se-dt which we may wish to plant, 1 would beg 
ie:-vc toca ] t our attention to some new sortr 
ol tectnl introduction, which are worthy of 
ui»J, If not, indeed, of extensive cultivation, 
fic'ii for fami y me and the market slalls. Be 
side6 the new sorts, there are some old and 
well-known varktus of superior merit, which 
1 would recommend as being unequaled by 
other kinds maturing simultaneously with them. 

All the following ^varieties can be obtained 
from the seed stores, or supplied by them on 
her', notice, a’, reasonable prices: 

DWARF or S»A1* BEANS. 

Eabuy Valentine, one of the earliest and 
Us*; Brows Si ei ki d Vai.kntibu., or li- fuyte, 
Oi Thoitand to One, is ifit most productive aid 
brtl for the main crop. Both of ifivse kinds 
hive round pods, long and tender, and are 
l"i ter in season and more sdecuient than tho^e 
rarietie. with flat pod*. Tue R'f igtt -h ul ; b 
planted through ut the season, as it is the 
leLderest and most productive of all the s rap 
be. c*. and good until frost kills the young 
pous. 

Dwaki HoRTicrLTrRAL, or Pofawatomie, and 
the La eg e VS hits Kidney, or llnyuU Lttcirf, are 

meet excellent beau, to use green or dry; 
shelled gieen and cooked as Lima beans, they 
are rich and bigh flavored; but they are more 
valuable lor wiuter me aud much better than 
the w bite field bean. 

Ail dry beam and peas should be 60iked for 
six hours, or longer, in warm water before Uev 
are cooked for table use. 

PGIJE OR RUNNING DEANS 

The Lrsncm Horticultural, or iFire* > /'gy, 
stands unrivaled at the head of this class. 
Pods striped with red, seeds oval, medium to 
large size, light cream color, striped and 
speckled dark red; is excellent when used as a 
"snap,” and is peculiarly rich end fine when, at 
a more aovanced stage, it is shelled and cooked 
as the Lima bean; indeed, for fall and win- 
ter use there is no bean that equals the IFren’* 
Fyj in Underlies*, richness, and delicacy of 
tt.vor. Thtie qualities are all retained when

N. B The foregoing list of snap-b*an* em- 
braces all the Varieties that need be planted, 
whether for summer or winter use. ' Thtir 
great value in wiuier has been overlooked, aud, 
when luliy appreciated, they will entirely su- 
pen-tde the ordinary white be in now gene-ally 
cultivated. 

I -IMA DEANS OR ItUTTKR EVANS. 

Tie Large Lima is better than the Shall 
Lima (Sjnonvms si the Small Lima are Cor. 
oiin<i, Srt’-ee, Slrra or Sain l>ean) It is supe- 
rior in »ize, tenderness, and in rich, buttery 
flavor. Tdc Lima bean should sever be shelled 
unti. reeded for the table. Toe pract ce of 
she ling and keeping them on hand lor several 
d»vs before ming, detracts much from their 
flavor, and makes them tough and in-ipid. Tne 
Luna bean should be platted iu sunnv weather, 
after rather than before a rain, as the seeds aie 
apt to rot if tbe soil is too wet. 

But few persons are aware of the fact, that, 
unless each bean is planted with the eve placed 
dowBwaid, it will probably not come up at all. 

CAECAGK. 

There are two tew varieties, of which won- 
deriul accounts as to their great s:ze and pro- 
dnctiveLess were published during the past 
sea*on. If acclimated in Kentucky (by plant- 
ing ited raised here) they might prove acquisi- 
tiois. These atw varieties originated with Mr. 
J. J H. Gregory, of Marblehead, Mass., and 
are described as follows: 

S i one Mason, size very large, and exceeding- 
ly rich, sweet, and tender; stump small and 
short. 

Marblehead Mammoth, the largest ever 
grown, with goed culture, will average thirtv 
pounds per bead. A farmer or Illinois made, it 
is stated, at the rate of a thousand dollar* per 
acre this fast season by growing these two 
kinds of Cab*. age. 

CELERY. 

Tbe Dwarf White French is said to be a 
superb variety of dwarf habit, very so’id, crisp, 
of tine flavor, and not so liable to wither aud 
become stringy as the large varieties. Several 
correspondents of Tee Horticulturist have high- 
ly commended the Dwarf Celery as being far 
superior to the Giant variety. 

CORN FOR THE TABLE. 

The Evergreen Sweet is undoubtedly the 
rest, but it matures later than the Earlt 
Adams. Tbe Evergreen keeps sober longer 
t 'an any other sort, but the suckers must be 
kept down from the very start or the roa* ung- 
ear.- will not be more than hilt filled with 
grains. 

okra, or gumbo. 

It is astonishing how few persons use this nu- 
tritious and wholesome vegetabli; it cannot be 
gathered too young, and when fried like oys- 
ters, it is equally as deiicious and more digesti- 
ble. A committee rent by a -neigh boring Agri- 
cultural Society to examine the Fair Grouads in 
this vicinity saw aad tasted this vegetable for 
the Ui st lime, while dining at my house. Two 
out of three agri idlurislt did not tven know 
what it was — not having ever heard the name 
bniore. 

PEAS. 

Of all the numerous varieties of peas, there is 
a new variety of such surpassing excellence 
that it is a pleasure to call espccLl attention tq 
it. It is the 

Eugenie Pka.— E very cultivator who has 
tested it f i itaks of it as among the very best 
gThorburn, of New York, ears the wrirj.led 
marrows (of which this is one) are the fines' jfa- 
oored of all peas. Bliss, of 8priagfie;d, Mass., 
ears il is the earliest white -wrinkled marrow pea 
iu cultivation— poddivg from thi bottom of the 
haulm to the top, with fine, large pods. Lin- 
d.retb. ol Philadelphia, the be*t known of all 
sx.ee growers, says it is unquestionably the best 
pea in cultivation — dwarf in its habit (three leet 
high), requiring but short rods; the pea large, 
succulent, luscious — better than the Chmipion o f 
England, though the after is good. IFe recommend 
the Eugenie, wherever quality is the ruling object, 
and next the Champion. 

Now, to these recommendations I can add 
my own experience, and can say that it is the 
best flavored and most delicious pea I ever 
tasted. It mature* after the early varieties, and 
is the best for tbe main crop. 

Lei every one plant the Euqiuic, If iliev wish 
to bd gratified and delighted. 

POTATOES. 

The Peach-Blow is now conceded to be the 
best lale potato for this latitude. The White 
Sprout proves the earliest; aud with me, last 
statin, it was quite productive, and ready for 
nee »t least ten days before the Neehanoc was 
matured. There are eeveral new reediiugs that 
are very popular in the Northern States tbit 
should te tested in our soil and climate. One 
is the Early Bovkruun, spoken of by Landrelh 
and by Thorturm as “a very eariy variety, 
quick growth, highly productive,” and “ex- 
tra tine.” The price of this variety is this 
season ju6t double what it was In 1863, which 
may be considered a lair test of Its merits, 
having proved satisfactory under further 
trial. The other feedings were raised by the 
late Rev. C. E Goodrich, of Utica, New York; 
one, ca led the Garnet Chiu, Is almost uni- 
versally rec mmended in the Northern States 
as the best for general crop; “it is very large, 
tici flavored, doef not rot, aud is uncommonly 
productive.” This testimony is corroborated 
by iuncreds of persons, from Maine t> Mis- 
*onri, who have grown this variety during the 
Part hve years. The other seedling raised bv 
Mr Goodrich is called the Cuz-co, or Cuz-co 
White which is of “first-rate quality,” and is 
sain to s urpass the Garnet Chili in its extraor- 
dinary productiveness. I have read the state- 
metts cf reliable persons, living in different 
Stales, showu-g that the mcam.ed yield psr 
acre of thete.varittks averaged two, three, and 
tour-iold more than the Mercer or Xeshanoc, 
grown nadir conditions equally as favorable. 

8QCASH, 

Pcvtral tew varietiea of the Squash are such 
ereat improvements tnat thev should be culti- 
vated more generally by our gardeners. 

The Boston Marrow, for fall use, and the 
Ht t bard, for winter and spring, are both deli- 
cate, wholesome, and nutritious, fully equal in 
quality to the Sweet Potato. “With high cul- 
ture. five tbv-ueand five hundred pounds ol good 
market squashes have been raised on hail au 
acre ol land." 

tomato. 

This indispensable fruit has teen wunderfully 
; mproved ot late veats by the introduction of 
new varieties from tropical countries and bv 
hybridizing. 

lbe variety from the Ff.if.e Ifr.iNns Is the 
beet ever grown in this vicinity, being round, 
smooth, medium-sized, beautiful in color, and 
very solid. Maturing late in the season, it 
,-honld not be relied on for an early crop; it is 
the nest for canning, having fewer reeds tiia- 
anv other kind. 

Lester's Pkrfe<ted is a superior sort, ap- 
parently a hybrid between the Large Red and 
the Ftjee. It is a decided improvement noon 
the common and older kinds, notwithstanding 
iu habit of sprouting back occasionally to its 
original parent-sorts. Some six years since I 
pr> cured some seeds of lbs above varieties, and 
had no little trouble in persuading a few ol the 
market gardeners in this vicinity to plant them. 
In respect to improvements in agricultural mat- 
ters, our people would promote their own inter- 
ests in being more enterprising. Now, so far 
from refusing to plant, even on trial, a new va- 
riety ol seed, I observe, in a late magazine 
that a person in Ohio, having received from a 
seed rrower a few seeds of the Tilijen Tomato, 
forwith hastens to acknowledge his obligati uns 
lor the favor by publishing a very* considerable 
pull of that new variety. The TUdett Tomato 
is in such large demand that the supply ol reed 
will probably be insufficient to meet it; and, 
being so highly recommended, it is to be Uoptd 
some ot our members will try it this season. 

In cailirgyour attention, gentlemen, to the 
foregoing varieties of desirable vegetables, as 
being sorts particularly worthy of cultivation, 
you know that I have no other interest in the 
matter than that, jointly with yourselves, of 
being desirous solely to promote lira enjoyment 



aud comfrrt cf our families, friends and neigh- 
bors. And inasmuch as the earth can be male 
to yield Its Units only by the sweat of the 
brow, we can, at all events, so direct our ef- 
forts in cultivating improved kinds of -ends a* 
t° obtain, with the blecslng of a kind Prorh 
denee, the most satisfactory returns for the la- 
bor expended.

Outrages ry Colored Sourer* — During 
the iatter part of the last week, wc beard many 
complaints made by citizens of the disorderly 
conduct of negro soldieis. The wives of several 
ciiizecs were intuited, and a good deal of alarm 
ts sled among those who were compelled to be 
out after nightfall. On Saturday evening these 
outrages rent bed their climax, stimulated, no 
doubt, tv the terrible homicide of the day. 
During Saturday and Sunday a reign of terror 
held sway over our city, which has not yet 
wholly subsided. We have heard of twelve or 
lifte. n ol these outrages which look place on 
Sa urflay night, in about ten of which firearms 
wnemed, and in one case with serious and 
perhaps moita! effect. 

Mr. Oliver Goullct. while in conversation 
with Mr. Ferkics, a well known ci'.iz*n, near 
tbe houre cf the latter, was atsailed by a party 
of reeioes armed with ma-krt*, w^o tired eight 
O' ten shots at them, two Cf struck Mr. 

G_ 1 el, one through the arm and the 
thi ugh the left eye, coming out of the teuspie 
Mr Goulltt still lays in a critical condition. 
Mr. George R McCamber, near Trem .ut and 
Broadway, was fired at several times, but not

A large crowd of negroes visited the house of 
Mr Lawrence Austcrberg, s wearing that they 
would kill tbe damned rebels.

The Peace of the Citv — Wc are informed 
that a ctn*n)taliun took place vesterday be- 
tween Mayor Leonard and tbe Major-General 
connr atding, in which the subject of the late 
disturbance was thoroughly canvassed, and, 
as might have been anticipated, an arrang - 
mect was made by which cur city will be 
at once cleansed of all disturbance, and the 
pcaie and e&tetv of our citizens rendered 
secure. General Wright has ordered a patrol 
ol f Idiers, under charge of a commissioned 
oil: er, to walk the streets of the First, 8icond, 
and Third wards, from sun-down to sun-np, and 
artist every soldier who is out without a pass, 
and no passes will be given to any but soldiers 
of good character and for good cause. Ha will 
also order tbe regiments of colored troops now 
stationed in the city to be removed to lbe fort, 
and only permitted to vi-it the citv in squads 
and for the performance of duty. — Rutletin,2Sth.

Outrage on Col. Robert Preston. — A

outrage on Col Robert Preston by two of his 
former slaves: 

A short time since Colonel Robert Prsston, 
formerly in command of the Twenty-E.ghth 
Virginia regiment, received from two ot his 
formes slaves a very insulting letter, threaten- 
ing to return and speaking of powder and ball. 
Te*ierday they came up on the train and got 
off at thi* depot. Some lime in the night they 
went to bis houre, and he, finding them there, 
and having forbid their coming on the place, 
went out to order them away, wb n they com- 
mtLrtd firing, and find ten or twelve times, 
happily lotsu-ikiog him. In the meantime he 
was snapping his pistol st them, as it had been 
loaded some time and would not fire. Bat at 
list one barrel tired and the ball struck one ot 
the negroes in the leg. Thev then tried to 
m»ke thtir escape, but Colonel 8raUh (son of 
Governor Smith) being there, seized the gan 
and ran rut to Colonel Preston’s assistance 
He monnted bis horse and pursued until he 
came in shooting distance, when he ordered 
them to halt, assuring them that he would fire 
if they did not. Tnen they halted, and were 
taken to Black* burg before a magistrate, who 
committed them to jail. 

The Texas Convention.— A dispatch to the 
New Orleans Picayune from Galveston, dated 
February 26th, says: 

The following article of the Consthution was 
ordered to be engrossed: 

“See. 1. African slavery, as it heretofore ex- 
isted. having been terminated within this State 
by the United States Government by force of 
arm.-, aad its re-establishment being prohibited 
by an amendment to the Constitution, it is de- 
clared that neither slavery nor involuntary 



by an amendment to the Constitution, it is de- 
clared that neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, except as punishment of crime 
whereof the partv shall have been dulv con- 
victed, shall exist in this S.ats. All Africans 
and their descendants shall be protected in 
their rights of person and property bv legisla- 
tor they shall have the right to contract aud be 
counseled with, to sell and hold, and be sub- 
ject ro no penal laws based on equality or dis- 
tinction ol race. 

“Sec. 2. Africans and their descendants shall 
not be prevented, on account of color or race, 
from enjoying the rights to testify, or allege 
a* wiineeres in any court, civil or criminal, for 
or against them, in person or property, under 
the same rules of evidence as are applied to 
white f ersons; the credibility ol their testimony 
to be determined by the court or jury. Tne 
Legislature shall have the power to authorize 
them to testify as witnesses in all cares, under 
regulations here set forth, as to facts hereto- 
fore occulting.” Yeas, 56; nays, 26.

Every ore knows that the late war was her- 
alded and inaugurated by the momentary tri- 
nmph of Passion If Reason could have main- 
taint d its seat upon the throne of the popular

would have disturbed and desolated the coun- 
try. We suppose nobody will pretend that the 
mat sea of either section desired any war, and 
very few of them believed that there would be 
any war of aay const quence. The. e was a Arm 
conviction in the minds of great numbers In 
the South that the war would not last more 
than six months, ending of course in Southern 
independence . and, on the other hand, the North 
waa lull of ninety-days men, who considered 
•evenly -five thousand men enough to quell the 
riot. We know of an ex -Governor of a North- 
ern State, who, in urging young men to enlist 
in the very beginning of the war, jocosely told 
them that they would never see any fighting 
unlew they could run faster than the Southern- 
ers could. How profound and terrible was the 
delusion under which these joking and pas- 
sionate men on both sides of the controversy 
labored: 

We have men now equally short-sighted and 
equally vehement, who would plunge the coun- 
try Into a new bottomless pit, and all of them 
confident of an easy and speedy extrication 
with flying colors, and lae pleasure of tram 
plisg the Ilk out of the opposite party. Is It 
too much to suggest that these men, however 
honest they may be in their peculiar views, 
hardly comprehend what they are saying or 
doing! Ore of the Gorgon* of the Revolution- 
ary Party demands the impeachment of the 
Piesident by the H juse of Representatives, an d 
his speedv trial and eviction from office by Uh 
Senate. On the other hand, there are men and 
journals who urge the President to arrest Sie- 
rras Sumner, etc., and bring them to trial 
upon the charge of treason or some other. 
Theee are the fitful gleams, the natural pre- 
cursors, of Revolution and civil war. They 
ought to be heeded. They ought to give pause 
to all rational men, who should consider » no, 
while the evils may be warded off and prevent- 
ed, to what otherwise they must— slowly per- 
haps, but surely— lead unless the “eooer. second 
thoughts” of the country, of ail thinking meo , 
shall arrest them by a grasp that nothing can 
resist. Washington, In one of those sublime 
observations which indicated his intuitive pie 
science, has told us that it is one of the evils 
llsej arable from a democratic*! form of gov- 
ernment that the people moat sometimes fee ! 
before they will heed disasters that threaten 
them: and It is still true that “fools rush In 
where angels tear to tread.” We believe it 
would be comparatively easy, as matters now 
■taad, through the Reign of Passion, to pre- 
dpits e this country Into the abyss of such s 
dvfl war as modern times have never seen, and 
from whose pitiless horrors it might be difficult 
to emerge during the present generation, or 
possibly the next. 

We do not wish to be considered alarmists, 
and we are equally unwilling to conceal or at- 
tempt to conceal the dark clouds which the 
casting of the horoscope reveals. Totre is 
■red, ii seems to us, the greatest need, for men 
who do not wish the country to relapse into s 
condition a hundred fold worse than that from 
'Which It has just been rescued to duaiise all 
•mere party from their minds in a Juncture so 
perilous to the public peace and welfare until 
the ordeal is past and confidence and solidity 
and the intererte of business have been secured. 
Until then, the Patthan should be eunk in the 
Patriot. In a condition of public affaire so 
critical, or which may become so critical, it Is 
easy for the helchtngs of antagonism to end in 
the smoke of the battle field. Thus it was in 
ISCfl, when men were sneering at the possibility 
of such an issue . or exulting in it. 

All good men, all but the unclean vultures of 
human society, in the North and in the South, 
have a great interest in the stability of society, 
In mutual protection, the prosperity of agricul- 
ture and of trade. Convulsions, however much 
they might advance the fame and fortunes of 
the humaa vultures just referred to, would 
jeopard all these, and sooner or later destroy 
them. Tike Duke of Wellington says that, of 
all the evils that afflict mankind, civil war is 
the most awful. Our late war, though it was 
technically a civil war, yet in its chief charac- 
teristic* it resembled more a national than a 
civil war. All cn one side either w illing ly or 
unwillingly submitted to the dt facto govern- 
ment existing, and ail on the other to the Na 
lionet A, vernment. The people within the 
limits W the respective authorities were, to a 
great extent, undisturbed except by these pub- 
lic authorities themselves, and hence did not 
(eel the miseries that arise from a war in which 
the came neighborhood is split up and its in- 
habitants fight each other. There were some 
districts in which this was the character of the 
struggle, and in them its calamities were the 
sorest and their effects linger the most obsti- 
nately. 

Let ns premise If the difficulties now ex- 
isting should not be settled before the next 
Presidential election, there would be grounds 

(or apprehending a civil war in lts literal sense 
and most appalling forms. Let os suppose the 
election to proceed. One great party lakes the 
ground that the Southern States are in the 
Union, and entitled to participate in the elec- 
tion. They do participate in It. Another par- 
ty takes the opposite ground, and upon that 
theory confines itself to the States that did not 
pass ordinances of secession. Let us suppose 
that the latter party obtains a bare majority 
my a majority of one, in the electoral college, 
counting the North only; and that the other 
party, counting the South, has an immense 
majority over the other, or the party that has a 
majority In the North alone of only one. Each 
candidate would, in that case, claim to be 
elected, and each of the parties would back up 
Us candidate in his claims. Now strain your 
vision to its utmost. Look till your eyes almost 
burst from their sockets. Do you see any pos- 
sible escape except through a red sea of fire 
and slaughter before them, and ending— when 
and where? Imagine two Congresses and two 
Presidents and two Cabinets and two seta of 
political and military machinery, each party 
Claiming to be legitimate, claiming to be the 
true and only National Government, and seek- 
ing by force to compel every man to yield obe 
dienee to Us authority. What possible power 
could prevent the battle from raging from New 
Brunswick to the Rocky Mountains? And into 
bow many fragments would the Union be torn, 
all dripping with the blood af oelgbbort and of 
brethren * 

“What will the line stretch out to the crack of doom ’ 
Horrible sight- 

Bat let the curtain fail, and abut out the ap- 
parition.

we shall rise as one man to prevent this great 
and final calamity which looms np in the fu- 
ture this Aide of half a decade's distance. We 
repeat that we wish to create no unnecessary 
alarm, bat, if the conciliating and sale policy 
of the President be overthrown, we see no es- 
cape from the dark destiny to which we have 
alluded.

Kentucky Democratic State Convention, Louie- 
vide. May 1, 1866 —Called under the author- 
ity of (he Democratic State Convention of 
1864, by their Central Executive Committee 
for Kentucky, on the broad basis of the Con- 
stitution and its friends, irrespective of past 
divisions. 

Approved by Hon. D. Meriweathe-, Presi- 
dent of the Democratic Convention of 1863. 
and the mem t era generally of that conven- 
tion 

Approved by Hon. C. A. Wickliffe, President 
of the Democratic Convection in 1864, and the 
me inhere generally of that convention. 

Sustained by the Kentucky Democ acv In 
oveiwhelming numbers, it will express the 
mighty voiee of the people although it may be 
O, poeed by Robert J Breckinridge and’ the 
Kentucky Radicals; by Burbridge and the 
Pteedmen’s Bureau; by the Louisville Journal 
and its toLowers; by Joshua F. Bell and a few 
other fossil remains of extinct parties that have 
heretofore opposed the Democracy. 

Without any argumentative demonstration 
on our part, the foregoing article is enough in 
itself to brand the proposed “Democratic" 
Convention as a purelv and ex lusively secession 
movement. Look at it for a moment: 

All the members of the so called “Central 
Executive Committee” arc well known iu this 
city, where they reside, as implacable enemies 
of the Union. Dr. Kslfus (one of the commit- 
tee) is the only mac on it who can ssaert any 
claim whatever to having been a Union 
man during the late war, and he, 

while the struggle was in progress, 
was dishonorably dismissed from the Federal 
service and, sfteward, became an active and 
conspicuous member of the notorious “Sons of 
Liberty,” a tiessonable and infamous organiza- 
tion.

When the question was raised in the Leglsla- 
i tive caucus at Frankfort as to whether a State 
| Convention should be called or not, it was voted 
\ down by a vote of fifty-eix against nineteen 
; And it is well known that the nineteen mem 
bere who voted for a convention are secession- 
ists, one of whom declared, on a certain occa- 
I sion during the Legislative session, that John 
| C. Breckinridge was the only man he would 
: vote for for the United States Senatorship, and 
j another of whom, Wm. Johnson, of Nelacn 
county, raised over his own house the first rebe 
flag in Kentucky. 

Tbe attempt of the Courier to excite a preju 
dice in favor of iu secession clique by citing 
'•Robert J. Breckinridge”, the “Kentucky 
Radicals,'’ “General Burbridge” and the 
“Fieedmen’e Bureau”, as opponenu of its Con- 
vention, is exceseively farcical. The public 
well knows our relations to Dr. Breckinridge, 
tbe “Kentucky Radicals”, General Burbridge, 
and the Freedmet - Bureau, and we need not 
here repeat what we hare hitherto said of 
them; bnt we may aay that, as far as we have 
learned, neither the "Kentucky Radicals” (who 
are exceeding slim in numbers), nor Dr. Breck- 
inridge. nor General Burbridge, nor the 
• Frecdmen’s Bureau", have yet said a word 
about tbe "Convention'’, either for or against 
P. We doubt not, however, that all the “Rad- 
ica’s'’ and the famous Bureau will be delighted 
by the Convention. It is to their interest that 
It ahall be hell. 

As a matter of course the Louisville Journal, 
Hon. Joshua F. Bell, and all other Union men, 
are opposed to the Convention; but it strikes 
us, and will strike the entire public, as exceed- 
ingly ludicrous to hold np Mr. Bell (now the 
trusted Representative of the people of Boyle 
county), as a fossil, while, in contrast to him, 
such men as old Charlie Wickliffe and David 
Meriwether aie exhibited as living statesmen 
The secret cf tbe whole thing is, however, that

I estim ate of it. It has been a God -send for us, 

| for it that horrible hydra -headed monster, 
which he so gallantly encountered and 
slew, bad been suffered to live, I do not see 
| how the South would have been longer habita- 
ble for our own rac-t. Indeed, my dear sir, the 
whole course of the President, since his admira- 
ble message at the opening of Congress, appears 
to me to have been in tbe spirit of tbe loftiest 
patriotism and statesmanship, and worth v of 
the beet days of tbe Republic. If he goes' on 
ae he has commenced, he will merit the glorious 
title of the iiettorer of the Constitution, than 
which I can conceive of no higher crown of 
glory in the sad condition in which our coun- 
try has fallen. It is a special mercy of Provi- 
dence to have sent us such a man in such a time 
of need. 

Yet we have men bere in Kentucky who de- 
clare that the President's course is "all that the 
Radicals c ould desire.”

Only one of them had misbehaved. There I 
might have been some sort of excuse for so I 
bem. g him with s cold water bath, but the 
enfetling crowd couldn't Justify such incis i 
criminate malignity toward even a pack ol j 
dogs Wonder how the eager baptizer* them 
•elves wculd have relished such an immersion! 
L'gt ' They would have raved like madmea 
and trembled like aspens for s month. 
We do ho(e no unwarranted treatment 
of this kitd will be repeated on tbe part 
of the “leaders of civilization.” It tends oulv 
to irritate and intensify prejudices which, how- 
ever deeply -rooted, should not be vindicated by 
open violence. The negro is human, and he 
ebonid be ao dealt with, especially when he 
merits no unkindness. The Abeona moved 
away from the wharf, leaving the darkies dis- 
consolate. not only on account of their “wet- 
ness. but cu account of their unrefuuded 
passage-money.

have bees heavily fined. Petitions to the Gov- 
ernor for remiesioc of these penalties are more i 
numerous than tbe proposed amendments to 
the national Constitution. These petition* are I 
not only aigned by Tom. Dick, and Harry, but 
even by the very men through whose instru I 
mentality the indictment* were issued.

Mr. Yates offered the following as a substi- 
tute for the committee's proposition: That no 
State or Territory of the United States shall, by 
any constitution, law, or other regulation what- 
ever, heretofore in f< rce or hereafter to be ac- 
cepted, making or enforcing in any wav, or in 
any manner recognizing any distinction be- 
tween ciiizens of the United States, or anv8tate 
or Territory, on account of race, color, br pre- 
vious condition of slavery, and that hereafter 
all citizens, without distinction ol race or color, 
shall be protected in the full enjoyment and ex- 
erci6e ol all their civil and political ii»htft in- 
cluding the right of suffrage. 

Mr. Clarke moved to amend the above by 
adding the following: Provided, that when the 
elective franchise shall be abridged In any State, 
or ti e election of Kepreeentativee to Congreas, 
or officers, State or Military, on account of race, 
color, descent, or previous condition of servi- 
tude, or by any provision of law not equally 
appreciable to all races and descents; all per- 
sons of such race, colon descent, ,fcc. shall be 
excluded from the basis of representation as 
preset iced in tbe 2d section of the 1st article cf 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Clark's amendment was adopted by 26 
against 20. 

Mr. Yates's amendment was rejected by 7 
against 33. 

Mr. Davis offered an amendment to have the 
preposition of the committee submitted to 
the Legislatures ol the several States next here- 
after to be chosen. Rejected by 12 against 31. 

Mr. Sumner moved to amend the commit- 
tee's proposition by Inserting a proviso that 
there shall be no denial of the elective franchise 
cn secount of color. Rejected by 8 against 38 

Mr. Sumner moved to amend the proposition 
by inserting: That all persons denied repre- 
sentation snail be exempt from taxation of #11 
kinds. Rejected. 

The question was tken taken on the propo- 
sitit n of the committee. Mr. Clark having 
withdrawn his amendment, and the joint reso- 
lution, as it came from the house, was lost, 
there not being two-thirds in favor of it. The 
vote was as follows: Yeas 25, nays 22.

State of male electors over twenty-one years of 
age, qualified by the laws thereof. ’ Direct 
taxes shall be apportioned among the several 
Slates according to tbe valne of the real and 
taxable property situated in each State not oe- 
longing to each State. 

The further consideration of the subject was 
postponed to next Thursday. 

Senate adjourned till Monday.

The Boston Herald has along; account of the 
discovery of the murderer of two children, 
Isabella N. and John Joyce, in B Assy’s Woods, 
West Roxbury, on the 12th of June, lSiio. He 
was found to te a convict in the State prison, 
who had been sent there for burglary commit- 
ted in Worcester county shortly alter the mur- 
der. HU strange conduct when arrested led 
the officers to think be was a hardened criminal, 
aid his subsequent boasting of large deeds per- 
formed by himself, together with some ot bis 
unguarded expressions, gave the clew which, 
being followed by two Worcester county officers, 
t as listened the murder alluded to almost un- 
deniably upon 1 irneclf. His partial confessions, 
with the con oborative evidence obtained, leaves 
no doubt on the minds of the officers of his 
KnilL His sobriqnel is Scratch Gravel; h s 
right name, Charles Aaron Dodge. He is a na- 
tive of Massachusetts, but has been a rover for 
fourteen years, being bow twenty seven vears 
of age. He confesses to having hunted Indians 
in Florida, that he was sent to prison for life 
lor murder in South Carolina, was pardoned, 
entered the rebel service, was captured on Mor- 
gan’s raid to Ohio and Indiana, paroled, alier- 
wards enlisted in a Massachusetts regiment, 
deserted, joined the navy and served on eeverai 
gunboats.

The Times publishes the operations of the 
revenue agency of the internal revenue debt in 
this city dnriDg the past year, of which Mr. 
Alex N. Lewis is chief. Tbe article states that, 
owing to frauds, &c., up to the period when 
this office was established, in October, 18*i4, not 
more than one-third of the revenue due the 
Government has been assessed or collected in 
the cities of New York and lirookhn. There 
was collected during the fiscal vear ending 
June 80, 1864, $13 784,203 48 

This cffice commenced its labors iu October, 
1®64. and its inspectors were set to work trac- 
ing aad convictii g those who were withholding 
money due the Government, informing tax- 
paysr* of their duties voder the law, and urgiog 
strict compliance therewith. The Increased re- 
turns for the y ear ending June 30, 1865; are due 
in great measure to the labors of this office. 
Frauds were discovered by the locaFagents of 
tbe Bureau of fearful proportion. The Govern- 
ment was cheated by all classes, and not unfre- 
quently by men loudett in their protestations of 
Ur ally. 

Example is cited of an investigation into the 
monthly returns of a large house engaged in 
the stock and gold brokerage business, which 
showed a deficiency in the returns of over 
$14,000,000. By direct application to the local 
agency there was turned over the Government 
t»x*s. otherwise withheld, to the amount of 
$800,000.
